President Changes Mind 
Washington, Feb. 
13— President 
H ardin g is prepared to lay aside Inc 
the ship subsidy bill to insure pas 
sage of British debt funding m easun 
it was indicated today. 
Mr. Hardin g put up to Sen. Jone* 
of W ashington the probability of de 
rid in g w hether to insist on pushing 
the ship bill at the risk of holding ui 
the British war debt settlement. 
Senators Lodge and Watson call 
ing early at the White House tole 
Mr. H arding he could have his choice 
between the subsidy and debt meas 
urea,, but th a t in their opinion he 
could not get a final vote on both 
They urged him to consent to laying 
the subsidy aside so th a t passage ut 
the debt legislation could be assur 
ed. 


Ship Subsidy Sidetracked 


Washington, Feb. 13—The adminis 
tration ship subsidy bill was side­ 
tracked in the senate today in favor 
of the British debt settlement. 
The 
action was taken after party leaders 
had a conference with President H ard­ 
ing and had revamped the program 
announced yesterday 
of considering 
the two measures concurrently. 
The debt bill was called up shortly 
after noon by Senator McCumber of 
North Dakota, chairman of the finance 
committee. 
Senator Smoot of Utah 
announced that the subsidy bill would 
be laid aside by unanimous consent. 
The bill will be given the right of way 
today and tomorrow and if it is not 
passed then, an effort will be made to 
fix a time for voting on it. 
The new program was adopted after 
Mr. Harding was told that insistance 
or. keeping the subsidy before the sen­ 
ate may prevent passage of the debt 
bill. 
He thereupon asked Jones to 
yield, but left it to Jones to decide. 
Jones after a conference with other 
senators agreed to step aside for the 
time being.

BLAMED TO PEONAGE 


WHITES PLAN ECONOMIC CHANG­ 
ES TO HALT N. W. MOVEMENT 
BISHOP SAYS 


Minneapolis, Feb. l a —The exodus of 
Negroes to the north is due to an econ­ 
omic peonage in the south which the 
Negro has come to resent 
since 
the 
war, Bishop Robert E. Jones, New Or­ 
leans. the only Negro bishop in the 
Methodist church, told members of the 
Methodist Ministers association at the 
Y. M. C. A. Monday. 
In some instances the value of farm 
lands have decreased T>0 per cent as a 
result of the scarcity of Negro labor, 
According to Bishop Jones. 
As a result, the white man is plan­ 
ning certain economic changes in his 
relations with the Negro," 
he 
said. 
This is not due to a change of heart. 
out because of economic 
and social 
lecessities. 
“There is no way of stopping the 
xodus. The situation must be met by 
jrovidlng the Negro with the oppor- 
unity of working in the places where 
ie is fitted to work, allowing him a 
ecent place in which to live, and giv- 
ng him such cooperation as will keep 
lim out of the hands of the expioite i 
of his own and the white Iraces."

ll does not seem at all probable that the linked States will 
take a part in the vexed questions in the Near East that will in­ 
volve this country in a military conflict. It is true that the United 
States has interests in Turkey that must he protected and citizens 
who must have the strength oJ their government behind them. 
But despite this, it does not seem likely that Turkey will so inter­ 
fere with either our nationals or their property in such a way as to 
involve the United States in a war with Turkey. 
There have been voices in our land that have clamored for 
our government to use force in dealing with the Turks. The his­ 
tory of this people, who have persistently abused Hie minorities on 
their borders, and particularly the Armenians whom they have al­ 
most exterminated has led to Hie enthusiastic demand that America 
deal with the Turks with a strong hand. These voices have ail 
too often been voices of people who profess to be Christian but who 
have not yet learned to apply the teachings of their Master to i 
vexed questions that confront the world day by day. 
They have 
not yet gone beyond the conception of human relations that consid­ 
ers punishment meted out by nations upon a guilty nation as a 
means of correcting the guilty nation and parsing over to it some 
of the suffering that it has caused others. 
It Was with gladness that the most of our people learned that 
the Department of State did not expect to use American forces 
in the Near East. One of the gravest reflections that has come 
upon the Christian church in some long time would have been 
brought upon it if, at the behest of the Church, our government 
had used the forces of tho United States against the Turk on small 
excuse growing out of the conference at Lausanne. 
There is just a danger that America may become involved in 
the affairs over there but any such involvement will result from 
Turkey taking a stand that cannot be accepted by a self-respecting 
nation, but it will not be in the nature of a punishment for past 
abuses of the rights of minorities. 
The fact that America is well represented in the Near East 
is having a salutary effect upon a situation that has always been 
dangerous. The prestige of the United States and the fact that she 
has not been much concerned over European matters, but has now' 
entered in, is working towards a settlement of the vexed questions
